To Make a Lawn 


The fall months are always considered as being particularly 
favorable for the seecing of new~lawns or the reseeding of old 
ones. lor new lawns, preparation of the seed bed is of the 
greatest importance and too much care cannot be given to this. 
The ground should be broken and thoroughly pulverized to a 
depth of at least six inches. If the land needs lime it should be 
applied at this time and well worked in. Repeated raking of 
the surface at intervals of several days will aid in killing any 
volunteer foreign growth and help to provide a clean seed bed 
One’ or two days before seeding, work~-a good application of 
Wood’s High-Grade Sheep Manure into the top two or three 
inches. Broadcast the seed evenly, half one way and half the 
other, cover lightly either by raking or with a drag and roll with 
a light roller. Keep moist, using a fine spray to avoid washing 
anu alter germination is well started, water only when neces- 
sary. Pull out any weeds that appear. 


What Grass to Sow 


In Virginia and farther north, in westerly sections of the 
Carolinas and farther west, sow Wood’s Super-Green, Wood’s 
Evergreen and Shady Park Lawn Grasses. in other parts of 
South sow Wood’s Emerald Park Grass. Under trees and shaded 
places sow Woods Shady bark Lawn Grass. 


Renewing Old Lawns 


Idvery Ifall and Spring sow more seed. Cut the grass close, 
apply a good tertilizer and rake in and broadcast the seed evenly, 
one pound or more per 500 square feet, according to the stand 
and again run the mower over the lawn. This will put the seed 
into the soil. Water freely. 


How to Cut Your Lawn 


Cut when two to three inches high and keep cut regularly but 
never shorter than one and one-half inches unless during cool 
weather. Be sure your mower is kept sharp. <A dul! mower 
bruises and injures the grass. During hot weather it is aa- 
visable to raice the mower blades.

Use any good soil, mixed with sand, potting so as to leave the top of the bulb even with the 


soil. For a single plant, use 4 or 5-inch pot, but the effect will be prettier if several bulbs are planted in a larger pot, and 
still more effective if all are of one color. Press the soil firmly around the bulbs, but do not pack it underneath. Sink the pot 
in the earth about 6 inches, covering with soil, choosing a location that is not too wet. For a succession of blooms, bring the 
first out about December ist, and every two weeks thereafter, until February 1st. Keep moderately warm and when they begin 
to bloom, give plenty of water and as much fresh air as possible. Too much heat dries up the flower and shortens the bloom- 


ing period.

Orchard Grass vs. Tall Fescue 

The Tall Fescues, Ky. 31 and Alta, are 
identical in growth and production. As 
Alta is cheaper it is preferred. They cost 
2 to 3 times more than Orchard, which 
makes as much growth but is far supe- 
rior for pasture or hay, much more pala- 
table and nutritious, making much better 
quality hay. Fescue leaves roll up, mak- 
ing tough hay. Orchard withstands win- 
ter killing better, makes more early 
spring and summer growth, crowds out 
weeds better, recovers quicker when cut 
and produces better aftermath growth. 

Orchard furnishes more grazing, as 
animals eat more of it. In experiment 
station tests steers averaged 1.9 lbs. daily 
gain on Orchard-Ladino pasture to 1.6 
lbs. on Ky. 31-Ladino. When animals had 
equal access to both they grazed 2,500 
Ibs. dry weight of Orchard-Ladino to 
2,000 lbs. F'escue-Ladino. Ladino dies out 
quicker with Fescue than with Orchard.
